The bill calls for the aptimprla- 
tlon of |100,i(f>0 to Indemnify owners 
for catile ulaughtereil as the result 
of tests made under the authorltv [ 
of Ihe federal bureau of animal hus I 
handry. i 

Tuberculin testing In Ihe past year , 
has resulted In the weeding out of | 
himdrods of reactors in Lake county. ! 
This has ptitiilled an enormous ex- ' 
pense which thus far ban fallen en- ! 
lirely on the local farmers, ami 
they are looking forward with much 
anticipation to favorable comsldtra 
Hon by the legislature of Senatnr 
Swlfi'a measure. 

Lake county Is not the only region 
to suffer heavy leases and farmern 
in other parts of the county will 
ahare In the reimbursement if the 
measure becomes a law. To Just 
what extent the proposed appropria- 
tion would repay the farmer has not 
been announced.

STATE OF ILLINOIS.

WHBRBAS 1( 8pjwi«ri (o ihe 
Board nt TruBlBcs of the F"oi R|»er 
roniervmncy District of the Slate of 
JlllDolg. that there U need for Im 
mediate control over the entrance 
of polludon of varlouH kinds Into 
water couraea within the boundarlei 
of the Fox Rlrer Conaarvancy Dia- 
trlct. 

THEREFORE, be It ordained by 
Ihe Board of Triiateea of Ihe Fox 
Hirer Conaervancy DlHtrlct of the 
Ktate of IIHnola: 

Section 1. That no Municipal 
Corporallon, private lorporatloo. 
partnership or individual shall enter 
Into contracts for Ihe eilenBlon of 
any etlatln« sewerage systfin, nor 
ahall any such extenBions be huill 
by day labor or otherwise until Ihe 
plana and spertdcatloDa for such ex 
tensions have been submitted to and 
have reci'lved the approval In writ- 
Init of th«> Trustaea of aald Conaerr- 
aocy Dlbtrlct and also until tbe 
Trustees of aaid Conservancy Dia- 
trlct shall bare prescribed the uietii 
od of final dlsimsal of sewage from

That no Municipal Car 
poiuiioii, ptivatu voriloiailon, pan 
nersblp or Individual shall enitr Inii) 
contrail for the conNtrucllon of any 
sewage treatment workw, nor shall 
any work on such sewage irealmcnt 
works be performed by day or oth 
erwlae until complete plans and 
speciflcallonB for such ireatmetit 
worki have been submitted to and 
received the approval in writing of 
the Trustees of said Conaervancv 
District. 

Section 4. That no Mutiidpa] ii i 
porailun, private Curporatlon, part- 
nership or individual shall discharge 
Into any body of water within the 
boundaries of said Conservancy Dis- 
trict, any liquid or solid wastei* or 
refuse of any kind whatsoever un- 
lesfl eipresB perniisHlon In writing 
of Ihe Hoard of Trustees of aald 
Conservancy District Is first secured 
for such discharge. 

Section 6. That no Municipal Cor- 
poration, private corporation part- 
nership or individual shall t'Utcr 
into contract for the installation or 
conttructlon of any public water 
supply works or water purlflcatiou 
works serving more than the honseti, 
nor shall such works bo Installed by 
day labor or otherwise until com 
plete pinny and specifications for 
*udi works have been submitted to 
and received the approval in writing 
of the Board of Tnistcc-s of said 
Conservancy District, 

Hection 6. That no Municipal Cor- 
jtoratlon, private corporation, part 
nershlp or Individual shall establish 
any factory, industrial works, gar- 
bage reduction work, nor any busi- 
ness whatsoever producing any 
wastes, liquid or solid, that may en- 
ter any body of water williln aaid 
Conservancy District unleia such 
wastes are adequately treated bo 
that their discharge Into any such 
body of water will not create ob- 
Jactlonable conditions, be prejudicial 
to public health, comfort or conven- 
ience or endiinser lish life and 
furthermore that no such works or 
industries shall be built or placed 
In operation without the approval 
in writing of the Trustees of aaid 
Conservancy . Wstrlct. 

Section 7, That any officer or of- 
ficers of any Municipal Conwratlon 
or private corporation, or any part- 
ner or Individual, who falla to com- 



ply with this Ordinance shall )>e 
fined In the sum of not exceeding 
Five Hundred ({500,001 dollars or tie 
subject to imprisonment in tbe Coun- 
ty Jail for not exceeding ninety <90i 
days, or both In tbe discretion uf tbe 
Court, and further that any officer 
of any Municipal Corporation or 
private corporation, or any partner 
or Individual who. In defiance of thin 
Ordinance, discharges or I.h respon- 
sible for discharging sewage, wastes, 
or refuse into a stream shall be fined 
in Ihe sum of not exceeding one 
hundred (floO.OU) dollars for each 
offense, each day during which such 
discharge lakes place being consid- 
ered as an individual offense, or be 
subject lo Imprisonment In the Coun- 
ty Jail for not more than thirty {30| 
days or both, In the discretion of the 
Court. 

Section 8. That nothing In thla 
Ordinance BhaU Iw conslrued as 
superceding or Interfeilng with any 
authority relating to water supply 
and sewage granted in the .State 
Department of lleallh and to the 
Department of Purchases and Con- 
ilrucllon, nor shall it tw conslnied 
as superceding or interfering with 
any rules and regulations eHtahllsh- 
I'd by such state departments under 
authority granted lo them. 

Section 9. Whenever any In- 
structions for the operation of ei- 
isllng sewage trealmeut works are 
submitted to local authoritlea by 
Ihe Trustees of the Fox River Con- 
Bfrviirn v District, it shall be Ihe
